Sharp Clashes Feature the 
Long Debate.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. — The 
Senate spent today’s holiday in 
the sharpest clashes of its fight over 
war-profits taxation, and again de- 
cisively defeated proposals of the 
high-tax advocates. 

Senator La Follette's maximum 
amendment for war-profits taxes, 
proposing a flat increase of 70 per 
cent. over existing rates, was reject- 


ed by a vote of 55 to 20. Another 
by the Wisconsin Senator for a 65 
wer. * increase was defeated, 63 
0 ‘ 

The final vote on the war-profits 
section is to be taken Wednesday, 
but the bill's provision as now writ- 
ten for an increase of about one- 
third, or $1,060,000,000, is expected 
to stand. Tomorrow another amend- 
ment by Senator La Folletté for a 
60 per cent. gross levy will come 
up, together with a complete sub- 
stitute proposed by Senator Hollis 
for the Finance Committees com- 
promise provision. 

THREE RECRUITS GAINED. 


But three recruits were gained in 
today’s voting by the high-tax ad- 
vocates, in addition to the seventeen 
who voted Saturday for Senator 
Johnson's maximum proposal of an 
80 per cent. tax. Senators King, 
McKellar and Trammell voted for 
both of the La Follette proposals. 
A few additions are expected on 
other pending amendments for vari- 
ous flat taxes down to 48 per cent., 
but Senator Borah sald today after 
the vote on Senator La Follette’s 
maximum amendment that the bill 
probably would go to the President 
bearing its present total tax levy of 
$2,.500,000,000. 
Many phases ot the war situation 
were discussed during the seven- 
hour debate. Senator La Follette 
delivered another vigorous speech 
for higher rates on what he termed 
“blood profits.” His remarks caused 
Senator Simmons, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, to suggest that 
the Wisconsin Senator was attempt- 
ing to “hoodwink” thé Senate, and 
provoked two hot clashes, in which 
both Senators were declared out of 
order by the presiding officer. 
Senator La Follette contended 
that the committee new plan would 
not increase the tax burden of great 
corporations, but would exempt their 
large surpluses. This was vehement- 
ly denied by Senator Simmons. 
BOTH SIDES CONFIDENT. 
The fifth week of debate on the 
bill opened with both advocates and 
opponents of higher war-profits tax- 
ation asserting co in the 
outcome, 
Renewing his attack on the war- 
profits section, Senator La Follette 
declared the method devised by the 
committee for ascertaining the cap- 
ital of corporations is unworkable. 
Placing authority upon the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to ascertain 
the capital of corporations in con- 
tested cases, he insisted, would be 
tantamount to accepting the etate- 
ments of the corporations unchal- 
lenged, because it would be a physi- 
cal impossibility for that department 
to make investigations in the time 
this bill would be effective. 
Under the substitute proposition 
it would be possible, he declared, 
for corporations, by inflation of val- 
ues for trade-marks, good will and 
other means, to reduce the amount 
of their profits so as to lower tho 
taxes they would be called on te 
pay.

The Tail of the Cat. 
The question having arisen, “Why 
does the cat have a tail?” the scien- 
tists seem willing to answer it with 
another question, “How would the 
cat look without a tall?” No one 
can gainsay the fact that the tail is 
a valuable ornament. The cat 
without one is a sorry sight. But 
there are those who maintain that 
the tail-serves the cat as a sort of 
gyroscope, balance the body in leap- 
ing, says the Popular Science 
Monthly for September. 
not be wholly true, for Manx cats 
get along very well without tails, 
and rabbits have no use for them 
at all. Yet both the Manx cats and 
rabbits do a lot of leaping. After 
all its looks as if the tail is only an 
ornament, unless it is a kind of 
safety valve for expression in excit- 
jing times. 

Of course there are instances 
where the tail serves some purpose 
other than that of art. The monkey 
finds his useful as a sort of fifth leg; 
the horse uses his as a fiy-ewat- 
ter, as does the Hon; the crocodile 
uses his for swimming, as do the 
Beal and the turtle and other 
creatures; and the rattle- 
snake uses his for warning enemies. 
According to W. Matthews, of 
the American Museum of Natural 
History, the tail was a necessary 
organ for the aquatic and amphibi- 
ous ancestors from which the higher 
animais are descended. When they 
took to terrestrial life and to walk- 
ing on all fours, the tall became 
more or less superfluous.

Arms and Explosives Exports 
Top Ten Figures. 


Latter Class Shows Decline 
Since Last March. 


While Shipment of Rifles is on 
à Larger Scale. 


Exports of firearms in May, 1917, 
amounted to 8,821,222. against 
$2,576,447 in May, 1916. Total value 
of explosives was $54,172,358 in May, 
1917, and $68,542,226 in May last 
year, says the Wall Street Journal. 
Total value of firearms and explo- 


Total eleven months’ exports of 
these classes were $841,620,863, or 
nearly doubling the figures for 1916 
for the corresponding period. 

Since the commencement of the 
war, August 1, 1914, when exports 
of explosives and firearms began, 
$1.374,619,000 worth of firearms 
and explosives have gone out from 
the United States. 

The monthly totals for export of 
firearms and explosives are given in 
the following table for every month 
of the war. In these figures it is easy |

LONDON, July 30.—Admiral Jel- 
licoe, First Sea Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, has sent a message to Brit- 
ish iron and steel workers in fac- 
tories and ship yards, urging them 
to increase the output of warships 
for hunting submarines and for new 
' merchant ships. The statement, 
which also was signed by Sir Edward 
Carson, formerly First Lord of the 
Admiralty, asserts: 

very day merchant ships are 
being sunk, and we need to use all 
our resources to prevem our being 
threatened with starvation. The 
enemy knows this, and has staked 
everything upon it. If he succeeds 
victory will rest with him, but if he 
fails his defeat is certain. 

“There are only two weapons that 


we can wee, and both can only be 


forged in the ship yards of this 
country. One is the class of war- 
ship that enables the navy te hunt 
and destroy the enemy's submarines. 
The other is every new merchant 
ship that takes the place of a ship 
that has been sunk. These weapons 
must both be weed together, and up- 
on the men of the ship yards and 
the engineering shops depends en- 
tirely the output of these weapons. 

“How this output can be increased 
is a question that concerns every 
one of us, and no measure that 
helps to make better use of our la- 
bor and our machinery can be neg- 
lected. We, who are secure in our 
homes, owe it to the brave men who 
are dying hourly for us on land and 
sea and in the air to spare no effort 
to give them weapons with which 
to win the war for us. 

“The Board of Admiralty is confi- 
dent that in the supreme crisis of 
our history the men of the Ship 
yards and workshops will see to it 
that this appeal shall not fall on 
deaf ears."

DISTILLED LIQUORS. 


EVID DAYS DAWN FOR DEVO- 
TEES OF ARDENT SPIRITS. 


Sales Both Over Bar and in Bot- 
tles Have been Cut Down Until 
Obtaining Drinks is an Expensive 
laxury and Causes Great Waste 
of Food,

STOCKHOLM, June 30.—Devotees 
of distilled liquors have fallen on 
evil days in Sweden. Restriction 
after restriction has been placed on 
sales both over the bar and in bot- 
tles. Bince June 1 it has been im- 
possible to be served with any kind 
of liquor without an accompanying 
order for a warm meal costing 
about 40 cents. Even then no more 
than fifteen contiliters, about five 
fluid ounces, of liquor may be served 
in all, and not more than a third 
of this may consist of the strong 
brandy which, in Sweden, has from 
time immemorial taken the place 
American preprandial cock- 


One result of the new order un- 
questionably has been a great waste 
of food, for countless meals are or- 
dered and either left untouched or 
else slightly toyed with and mixed 
with cigar and cigarette ashes by 
careless people. At the better-class 
restaurants and hotels “restrictive 
meals,” corresponding to the “prop- 
erty sandwich” of some American 
cities, are served. These consist gen-

erally ot one fried egg. Before the 
recent change in regulations. which 
prescribe a “cooked, warm” meal, 
the “restrictive mea!” was wont to 
consist of an apple or a few grapes. 

Drinking thus becomes an er 
pensive luxury. To obtain one whis- 
ky-and-soda, for instance, one pays, 
in the better places, the equivalent 
of 40 cents for his meal.“ the 
same for whisky. 35 oere for a bot- 
tle of seltver or soda, and a tip 
to the waiter. The total amounts to 


more than $1 at the present rate of 


exchange. 

The restrictions on the sale of 
bottled goods for home consump- 
tion are even less liberal. They 
grant to the privileged holders of 
the “motbok” (passbook,) the privi- 
lege of buying two quarts of spirits 
each three months, making possible 
a home consumption of little more 
2 two-thirds of an ounce each 
ay.

USSIAN PEASANTS 
KEEP THEIR WHEAT. 


HOW TO INDUCE THEM TO GIVE 


A. F. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 

PETROGRAD, June 30.-—How is 
Russia to induce its peasant farmers 
to part with their precious stocks of 
wheat? That is the question which 
is wrinkling the brow of the Minister 
of Supply, M. Peshekbonoff. Dis- 
cussing the subject before the All- 
Russian Congress of Workmen's and 
Soldiers’ Delegates, he said: 

“The greatest difficulty of the food 
situation just now is that the peas- 
ants refuse to give up their wheat. 
In the old days, wheat was to be 


is therefore, extremely unwilling to 
exchange his wheat for mere money. 
The peasant population has lost tts 
faith in money and sticks to the one 
ath which it has in its hands. 

ere are plenty of things which 

peasant needs more than he 
ae his wheat, but unless you can 
make those things available to 1 
in his markets you won't be able to 
get his wheat. The forcible seizure 
of wheat from many million peas- 
ants is impossible. Yet something 
must be done to prevent starvation in 
our cities. If starvation should 
come to Petrograd, no power on 
earth could prevent the collapse of 
whatever government happens to be 
in power. 

“The task Settee the Ministry of 
Supply, then, is to secure for the 
peasants supplies of manufactures 
and wares which they need. It is 
getting back to first principles of 
barter, The task will be difficult be- 
cause of the lack of raw materials 
and the disorganization of industry. 
Meanwhile the peasants are hiding 
their wheat in caches so unsuitable 
that serious loss is certain to result.” 


IA. T. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES 
IN FRANCE, July 2.—It was an 
event as impressive as unusual—the 
burial of a war correspondent today 
in a little village of Northern 
France, close to the fighting line, 
where the drumming of the guns 
served as a rhythmic requiem 
chant. It was just the sort of fu- 
heral that would have appealed to 
the dramatic instinct of M. Serge 
Basset, who was a successful French 
playwright as well as correspond- 
ent, and who, when dying on the 
field two days before, had whispered 
that no death could be more beau- 
tiful. The burial was in keeping 
with that sentiment. 

The British army, to which M. 
Bawuset was attached, paid him such 
honors as ordinarily are bestowed 
only upon someone of high military 
command, for all the correspon 
ents permanently accredited at the 
British front have the status “of 
officers of tndeterminate rank. Up- 
on the French tricolor draped about 
the coffin were pinned the emblems 
of the Legion of Honor and the 
Crotx de Guerre, the latter. with 
palms, having come as a posthumous 
tribute, from the French repubtic. 
There were heaps of roses everv- 
where—roses of France—like the 
one M. Basset had thrust into his 
hour before he was 


The service began, not in the vil- 
lage church where was Intended, 
but in an imprompta chapel in a 
little salle de theatre near by. for 
two gapine holes in the church wall 
and a litter of destruction within 
told onlv too graphically that here, 
as elsewhere along the front, Ger- 
man guns had been registered up- 
on the house of worship as a prin- 
cipal point for annthilatine fire.

The son of the Antwerp manu- 
facturer, a stout, robust man at the 
time of the deportation, was sent 
home a complete physical wreck «4 
short time afterward and since has 
died from the mistreatment. He told 
his sufferings to thé physician whe 
treated him, and the Belgian govern-+ 
ment is in possession of the evidence 
as given to the doctor. 

Two soldiers from Havre, the 
Lebris brothers, who esceped from 
Germany, confirm this evidehce re- 
garding the Turkisk form of 
punishment. 

A number of witnesses call at- 
tention to the fact that frequentiy 
groups of deported men have Been 
the object of a eimulated execution, 
sometimes by a firing squad, some 
times with machine guns, in order 
to overcome theif resistance and 
impress their comrades. 

There is also another means of 
constraint used upon the deported in 
the form of punishment camps 
where the regime is still more 
vere than in the other interned 
campe and where the deported are 
forced to work in the marshes, oftef 
in most excessively cold weather, 
dressed in nothing but trousers, 
shirt and wooden shoes, 
food during an entire day. 

Some of the deported are sent te 
agricultural centers whence, ge 
cording to the evidence of a man 
from Verviers who escaped from 
Germany, most of the victims re- 
turn so enfeebled that it is impos. 
sible for them to keep on their feet. 

Corporal punishment is frequent- 
ly employed, such as blows with the 
butt of a rifle, or forced running for 
periods up to two hours without 
stopping under menace of the bay- 
onet. The evidence shows that the

ment is alarming. Evidence re-

Since that time the 
work has continued with great en- 
thusiasm on the part of the work- 
ers; quantities of vegetables have 
been raised for home consumption 
and for sale to others. During the 
summer months special provision was 
made for supervisors of agriculture 
and the school gardens were not 
allowed to be overgrown with weeds, 
but were cultivated extensively dur- 
ing this time. An increase of acre- 

age like this is significant not only 
— the amount of the product, but 
for the moral and educational value 
of the instryction. The pupils who 
do the work have been enrolled as 
soldiers of the soil. Their efforts 
are conceived in terms of patriotic 
service, and they so understand it. 
Moreover, the school garden move- 
ment has had a tremendous impetus. 
A great number of pupils now un- 
derstand the significance of garden- 
ing in the homes as they never did 
before. They are emphasizing home 
gardens rather than school gardens.

CANDLES FROM NEWSPAPERS. | 


Work for Red Cross Becomes Lead- 
ing Feature at Summer Resorts. 
{Washington Star:] Since 

French officer recently taught a 
New York woman how to make 
trench torches, or candles, fram old 
newspapers, this work has proved 
the most popular form of evening 
amembly work for the Red Cross, 
and many summer residents in re- 
sort hotels are spending their spare 
time rolling these candles. 

They are used for the most im- 
portant surgical operations in the 
trenches, as they do not drip nor 
melt, and, if the candle ie properly 
made, will burn for two hours and 
emit a full, pleasant light, equal to 
that of a group of wax or tallow 
cand 

Henry P. Davison, heading the 
Red Cross work, says he will ~ 
all the newspaper candies he, 
get, and Mrs. Herbert Satterlee 2 
the Navy Comforts Committee de- 
sires all the torches possible for her 
branch of the Red Cross. Other 
branches also are, waiting for can- 
dies. Five thousand candles al- 
ready have been shipped to France. 

After they are made the candles 
are dipped in hot paraffin. This 
paraffin is being donated by irger- 
ested persons, and it costs 8 to 10 
cents a pound in twenty-pound lots. 

The candles can be rolled in odd 
moments and accumulated until a 
quantity ie ready for dipping. 
Usually three or four pounds of par- 
affin are melted in a receptacie and 
as many candles as possible placed 
in the liquid. When each lot is re- 
moved, an extra pound of paraffin 
may be added to Nake the place of 
that which has been absorbed. Very 
little paraffin is required for a hun- 
dred candies. It is cheaper to buy 
it in lots of ten or twenty pounds, or 
the ends of old paraffin candles may 

used. 

The candles may be delivered to 
any local Red Cross, or to any place 
derignated by them. 

To make the torches, cut sheets 
of newspaper apart. One sheet of a 
metropolitan paper makes one can- 
die. More than one sheet will be 
required of a smaller newspaper. 
The big papers have seven or eight 
columns on a page. Cut each col- 
umn down the line between them, 
and cut evenly. Lay the first two- 
column stripe one on top the other 
and roll tightly. Over this roll pro- 
ceed to wran each separate column, 
one at a time. This makes a smooth, 
tichtiy-rolied torch. After all the 
columns have been wrapped around 
the original two tie the candle 
around the middle with a bit of 
string and clip the ends close to the 
candle. 

Te make a Food candle the roll- 
ing should be done on a hard sur- 
face, such as a table, a board, a 
book. Roll tightly and keep the 
edges even, although a trifling irreg- 
ularity does not matter if the roll is 
tight. 

Have a deep receptacle full of 
melted paraffin and keep it hot over 
some small heater, such as an elec- 
tric plate, a little gas stove or any 
form of heat. A good plan is to 
Stand fifty or more candles close to- 
gether and tie a string around them, 
just as one sees bundles of kindling 
wood tied. This bundle can be 
placed in the paraffin, ends down, in 
an upright position. Around the 
outer edges more candles can be 
stuck, upright, until the receptacle 
is as full as it will hold. Let the 
hot paraffin come well over the tops 
of the candles, which are only as 
tall as the width of a newspaper 
column, and let them soak in the 
paraffin for three-quarters of an 
hour. Some women let them soak 
for an hour, but they are apt to ab- 
sorb all the paraffin they can in 
three-quarters of an hour. Then lift 
them out, pull off the string and let

Mr. Sunday says that he has Los 
Angeles going. ‘I never conducted a 
campaign where I got such a big re- 
ception on the opening day as I got 
here,” says he, “and I notice that I 
don't have to “pan” the Los Angeles 
people hard in order to make them 
sit up and take notice.” 

So far as “hitting the trail” is con- 
cerned, that doesn’t until the 
campaign has been in progress for 
some time, and the evangelist admits 
that he doesn’t really know himself 
when it begins.
